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CONSTITUTION. 


PKEAMBLE. 

The  objects  of  this  Association  shall  be  to 
sustain  and  advance  the  interests  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  cherish  feelings  of 
brotherhood  and  amity  among  its  graduates. 

ARTICLE  I. 

OF  THE  NAME 

The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  “  The 
Society  of  the  Alumni  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF  MEMBERS. 

Sect.  1.  The  members  shall  consist  of  gradu¬ 
ates  of  the  Departments  of  Arts  and  of  Science 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Sect.  2.  Every  graduate  shall  be  considered  a 
member  of  this  Society,  so  long  as  he  shall  pay 
his  dues. 
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Sect.  3.  Honorary  members  may  be  elected 
at  any  stated  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Sect.  4.  Life  members  shall  be  constituted 
by  the  payment  hereinafter  provided  for. 


ARTICLE  III 


OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

Sect.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a 
President,  four  Vice-Presidents,  a  Corresponding 
Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
and  a  Board  of  Managers. 

Sect.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Society,  and  decide  all  questions 
of  order,  subject  to  appeal.  He  shall  also  per¬ 
form  such  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office 
us  are  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sect.  3.  The  Vice-Presidents,  in  the  order  of 
seniority  of  graduation,  shall,  in  the  absence  of 
the  President,  perform  his  duties.  In  case  of 
their  absence  at  any  meeting,  a  temporary 
chairman  shall  be  appointed. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corres¬ 
ponding  Secretary  to  conduct  all  the  correspond¬ 
ence  of  the  Society,  and  to  keep  a  record  thereof, 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Society. 

Sect.  -j.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep 
correct  Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meet- 
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mgs  of  the  Society,  shall  give  due  notice  of 
stated  and  special  meetings,  and  shall  transmit 
to  the  Treasurer  the  names  and  addresses  of  all 
new  members. 

Sect.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all 
moneys  of  the  Society,  keep  correct  accounts  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures,  pay  all  duly  cer¬ 
tified  orders  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Managers, 
and  exhibit  an  accurate  statement  of  his  receipts 
and  payments  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  whenever  called  upon  by  the  Mana¬ 
gers.  At  the  end  of  his  term  his  accounts  shall 
be  audited  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sect.  7.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  he 
composed  of  twenty  members,  of  whom  four 
shall  be  graduates  of  at  least  ten  years’  standing, 
and  one  from  each  of  the  last  three  classes.  It 
shall  be  their  duty  to  execute  all  measures  con¬ 
fided  to  them  by  the  Society.  They  shall  have 
charge  of  all  matters  of  finance  and  all  business 
of  the  Society  not  otherwise  provided  for.  They 
shall  keep  regular  Minutes  of  their  proceedings, 
which  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection 
of  the  officers  or  members  of  the  Society  ;  and 
shall  make  a  report  thereof  to  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Society. 

They  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  for  their 
own  regulation  and  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their 
body. 
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Sect.  8.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be 
ex  officio  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF  MEETINGS. 

Sect.  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society 
shall  be  held  on  Commencement  Day. 

Sect.  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
the  President  on  the  written  application  of  any 
two  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  of  ’ 
any  six  members  of  tbe  Society. 

Sect.  3.  Fifteen  members  shall  make  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  all  business,  except  the 
adoption  of  amendments  to  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  ELECTIONS. 

Sect.  1.  An  election  of  Officers  shall  be  held 
on  the  day  of  the  annual  meeting.  The  officers 
shall  serve  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
shall  be  duly  elected. 

Sect.  2.  The  election  of  Officers  shall  be  by 
ballot,  but  may,  on  motion,  be  held  viva  voce , 
unless  objected  to  by  ten  members  present. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OF  PAYMENTS. 

Sect.  1.  Every  member  shall  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  an  initiation  fee  of  two  dollars. 
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Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  an  annual  contribu¬ 
tion  of  one  dollar  assessed  upon  each  member. 

Sect.  3.  Any  member  of  the  Society  who  has 
paid  his  annual  assessment  for  five  years,  upon 
paying  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  and  any  other 
member,  upon  paying  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars, 
in  lieu  of  the  annual  dues,  may  become  a  Life- 
member  of  the  Society ;  the  funds  arising  from 
such  source  to  be  invested  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Societv. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OF  AMENDMENTS. 

Sect.  1.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution 
may  be  proposed  in  writing  by  five  members  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Society,  but  no  amendment 
shall  be  adopted  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  at  a  subsequent  meeting, 
to  be  held  at  least  thirty  days  after  the  previous 
meeting,  and  to  be  called  by  a  special  notice, 
which  shall  state  distinctly  its  object. 

A  quorum  for  the  adoption  of  any  amend¬ 
ment  shall  consist  of  thirty  members. 


ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


1.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Officers 
and  Managers  shall  be  field  quarterly,  on  the 
third  Thursday  of  March,  June,  September  and 
December. 

2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  from  the 
city,  by  either  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  on  the 
written  application  of  three  members  of  the 
Board. 

3.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  ex 
officio  officers  of  the  Board. 

4.  A  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Officers  and 
Managers  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  five 
members  thereof.
